THINGS AREN'T. WHAT THEY USED TO BE 


There was a time, not many years ago, when the vast ma- 
jority of our farmers lived in poverty, and accepted it as a nat- 
ural part of pioneering. We ourselves recall the time when 
the ion of a lumber house, and a team of horses were 
of the plutocrat, when the majority of farmers were not 
in possession of anything that could be qualified as a “good” 
suit of clothes, when water was bailed from the well (if you 
were ‘so fortunate as to heve'a well) by hand, when friend 
wife hadn’t the faintest idea what is was like to use a power 
washer, and then running water, electric light and radios were 
so remote as to not even be taken into one’s calculations. 


Farmers did not look for prosperity in those days. Among 
the reasons they adopted this attitude were: 1, They were 
pioneers in an untried land, saddled with debts and seldom 
had much in the way of material possessions; 2. Farmers in 
even the old settled districts were at that time living under 
economic conditions much less favorable than those which 
prevail today; 3. They didn’t have the faintest idea how much 
prosperity they might be able to enjoy in the néwly settled 
areas, 


These conditions have changed. The farmer has come to 
the conclusion that he is a human being of equal value with 
other human beings, labor has been vindicated and found its 
rightful place in the sun; the man who labors, whether" with 
his hands or his brain, is considered as entitled to rewards in 
measure with the industry of his efforts. More things have 
been made available to more people, and the rising standard 
of living is sought by the man on the. land even as it is sought 
by those who congregate themselves in towns and cities. 


From the dependent individual who sought credit and as- 

_ sistance from those with whom he dealt, the farmer has come, 

and rightly so, to feel that he is the backbone of the rural areas, 

and a very substantial feature in the whole economy of the 

country—that beside being a food producer he is a valuable 
cog in the wheels that produce our national prosperity. 


With this feeling.in mind it is only just that he-should seek 
equitable prices for his produce, and should insist that the 
country should do whatever is in: its power to insulate him 
from the vagaries of undesirable price fluctuations. 


To accomplish this is a great task, and one that calls for 
a-lot of honest thought and effort . . but its accomplishment 
is essential if farmers are not to be forced into the position 
where ‘they will have to group themselves strongly together 
to protect their own rights in a more forcible fashion. 


However, the demand for progress makes its claims from 
both the farmer, and those who serve him in the government of 
the country. Industry has paid higher and higher wages, but 
has been able to do so only because it has continued to improve 
its own efficiency. Had industry not made use of improved 
machinery, materials and practices, it could not have provided 
its employeés with improved standards of living. 

. Farmers, too, cannot expect improved living standards 
without exerting the greatest care in the improvement of their 
standards of practise. Improper ferming methods, poor, mixed, 
or poorly cleaned seed, scrub stock, poorly arranged farms and

In woolens, the yarn is less even 
than worsted and fuzzier in appear- 
ance because the yarn is not as smooth 
Woolen yarns are softer and more flex 
ible, but are not as strong. Broadcloth 
jerseys, etc are woolens. Generally a 
good woolen will not wear shiny but 
they may get a “baggy” appearance 
because of the loosened yarns, the 
weave or. both. Sometimes old wool is 
reclaimed and called reprocessed wool. 
This is wool which has been made up 
inte merchandise but, has never. been 
used by the consumer while reused 
wool may be used woolens which is 
reduced to the fibrous, state and: re- 
made into merchandise. If either of 
these is used it is usually labelled. ‘ 

Don't be afraid to sew coats, etc., for 
your children. Sit down and compare 
the prices of ready-made garments 
with the price of the materials. Even 
if you include the value of your time 
you still save a good deal. Measure 
carefully ang select a’ reliable pattern 
in the exact ‘size then go. to work. 
‘Remember woolens shrink and no 
woolen material should be made up 
without being pre-shrunk. Even if they 
are dry cleaned the steam and pres- 
sure of pressing.can shrink woolens. 


You may find some of your sewing 
will be with woolen materials espec- 
jally skirts for the juniors and teen- 
agers in the family.

Although

fore efficient use of the rain that 
falls, it is still beyond the power of 
man to control rainfall. Temperature 
varies enormously. By growing crops | 
and varieties adapted to the climate 
farmers can control, to gome extent at 
least, temperature effects. Actually, 
plant food is the one important re- 
quirement of plant growth over which 
farmers can exercise a considerablc 
measure of control. 
Crops Need Minerals 

It has been clearly established that, 
in Western Canada, a twenty bushel 
crop of wheat removes from each acre 
of soil about 20 lbs. of Nitrogen, 10 
Ibs. of. Phosphate and 18 Ibs. of Potash. 
The urgent neeq of maintaining these 
basic plant foods at a satisfactory lev- 
el in our prairie soils is obvioys. To 
do this, prairie. farmers’ can, and 
should, make more effective use of 
commercial fertilizers. Unless this is 
done, there is’ bound to be, through 
continuous cropping, a steady decline 
in both the yield and the quality of our 
Western Canadian grain crops. 
Fertilizer Tests 

The Proyincial Fertilizer ‘Commit- 
tees of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta have carried out fertilizer 
trials:'on different soils, and with var- 
ious crops for almost 20 years. These 
extensive tests have shown that profit- 
able increases in yield result from the 
application of phosphate ferti!<ers. 
For instance,'in the more humid re- 
gions of Western Canada, the applica- 
tion of 25 Ibs. of 11-48-@ (11% Nitro- 
gen 48 per cent Phosphate, No Potash)

Nitro- 
gen is definitely of secondary import- 
ance, except on the Grey-Wooded 
soils of the northern areas. So far, 


most of our prairie soils are not in. 


need of Potash fertilizer. 

* Commercial fertilizers properly ap- 
plied, net only effectively increase 
grain. crop yields, but also result in 
better Weed control, reduceq damage 
from root rot and other  soil-borne 
diseases, and in earlier and Wore uni- 
form ripening of grain crops. The fin- 
al dividend is higher yields of better 
quality grain. 

The following points with respect to 
the use of commercial fertilizer shoulf 
be clearly understood. Applications of 
large quanties of fertilizer do not .of 
themselves guarantee high grain crop 
Yielda. For best results, fertitizer must 
be used in conjunction with gooq farm 
ing practices such as the adoption of 
a sound crop rotation, which inclua- 
es grasses and legumes, efficient til- 
lage practices, and the use ‘of good 
seed of officially recommended eed 

varieties. 

Let there be. no mistake about it, in 
the years ahead, commercial fertilizers 
are destined to play an increasingly 
vital part in the effective management 
of our prairie soils.

BEFORE LAMBING 


From a nutritional standpoint the 
most critical time for pregnant eves is 
the last two months before lambiag, 
says 8. B. Williams, Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa. During this per- 
lod, the ewe in addition to maintain- 


ing herself must receive enough feed | WAINWRIGHT : 


for one, two, or three rapidly develop- 
ing lambs. While the pregnant ewe 


make goog dietary deficiency, yet ewes 
approaching lambing should not be 
allowed to go back in condition or ser- 
ious trouble in the form of pregnancy 
toxaemia or pregnancy disease ‘may 
result. In addition, the ewe must not’ 
be nutritionally depleted at lambing 
time or the lambs will suffer due to a. 
curtailed milk siipply. 

Experiments conducted by the Ex- 
perimental Farms Service have shown 
that the change-over of a non-legume 
hay ration to one of legume hay plus 
oats at mid-pregnancy resulted in 
lambs, almost one pound neavier at 
birth than those from ewes feq non- 
legume hax throughout pregnancy, 
Mortalities were also reduced and the 


lambs from the well-fed lot gained 


more rapidly. 

If_ insufficient good hay is available 
to feed the ewes throughout the win- 
ter, the poorer quality portion should 
be fed at the start of winter and the 
better quality reserved for this time 
of the year. Dependent upon the con- 
dition of the ewes arid the quality of 


the roughage, sufficient grain should, 


be addéd@ to the ration to. keep the 
ewes in a gaining condition, 

Roots ana éflaife “make ‘a welcome 
addition ‘to the ration of a pregnant 
ewe. Their sligtitly laxative ‘effect is 
particularly befiéficial WHerl the hay 
is dry and of poor quality, The feeding 
of corn silage should be discontinued 
about 4 month before lambing. or 
“soft” lambs' may result. 

A suggested daily ration for preg- 


nant ewes is three to five pounds of |* 


good qiality hay, one to three pounds 
of root# or silage and one-half poun@ 
of a mixturé of equil* parts of oats 
and bran, The latter ‘should .be fed 
from about! four to 'six” weeks — before 
lambing. Minerals should be available 
in open boxes. A” mixture of equal 
parts of salt and bonemea! is adequate 
unless specific deficiencies such as 
iodine or cobalt exist. In this case the 
necessary mineral should be added. 
Clean, fresh water should be available 
at all times, 

Increased dividends due to fewer 
mortalities and more rapid gains may 
be expected from the farm sheep en- 
terprise if an adequate ration is fed 
to the pregnant ewes. °

It’s not a prediction, but the time 
may come yet when there won't be any 
more league baseball played in the af- 
ternoon, except possibly on holidays or 
Sundays. 

At first glance that’s a rather strong 
statement but when one looks over the 
coming major league baseball schedule 
it Comes a little more into focus. More 
than 200 games in each league—206, 
for example, in the American League 
alone—will be. played at night this 
coming season. This doesn’t take into 
account the minor leagues which play 
at night almost exclusively.

And the reason for this unprecedent 
ed popularity of night ball—even base- 
ball commissioner A. B. (Happy) 
Chandler.admits it—is the fan. 

The baseball fan is known for his 
rabid following of the game. He may 
not prefer night ball Vut that’s the 
time he can go to see a game. So that’s | 
the time the baseball moguls, who nat- 
urally want to draw in as much money 
as possible, dish up the sport. 

’ One goog example of a different at- 

titude toward night baseball was seen 

back in 1935. That year the Cincinnati 

Reds grudgingly received permission 

to play one night game with each vis- 

iting team. This year, on’ the other 

hand, the same Reds will play an un- 

precedented night opening game of 

the season against the St. Louis Card- 

inals on April 18, 

Although night ball had been insti- 

tuted in the minors prior to 1935 to 

keep the game alive during the depres- 

sion, the majors regarded it without 

favor. A lot of people believed night | 
ball and day ball could not even be 

compared, 

A Lighting Problem 

The lights, they said, would throw 
everything out of focus. The pitcher 
would be ahead of the batter who, 
would have trouble seeing the ball, 
The lighting never would be adequate.

ORDER SEED EARLY 


A glance over the records of Crop 
Improvement Associations, which dis- 
tribute seed between seed growers and 
farmers, reveala one outstanding fea- 
ture, that too many farmers unfortun- 
ately leave the ordéring of their seed 
until late in the season. This late or+ 
dering“ inevitably ngs in its train 
disappointments use sometimes 
the seed arrives at the farmer’s point 
too late for him to sow it. Seed grow- 
ers do not have afi*easy task. It costs 
considerable ‘money to clean seed up 
to Registered or Certified standards, 
to sack it and to pay for the inspec- 
tion fees. Consequently few seed grow 
ers care to run the risk of cleaning up 
large quantities of seeq until they have 
definite orders. Then it takes’'a good 
deal of time to clean up the seed, to 
send for an inspector, to haul the seed 
to the railway and for the railway to 
deliver it. Farmers who intend to pur- 
chase some better seed, Registered or 
Certified, can theréfore save théemsel- 
ves disappointment by placing their 
orders for seéq as quickly as possible. 
Orders placed early can almost always 
be delivered to the seed grower in 
plenty of time for sowing, but there 
is some risk when farmers wait until 
late in the season. - 

ITEM OF INTEREST IN 
THE WORLD OF POODSTUFFS 

Australia, according to recent re- 
ports, has agreed to sell Spaih some 
1,998,000 bushels of wheat ‘at the cur- 
|rent price of free wheat. Although 
no exact price was set, it is estimated 
to be approximately $2.25 a bushel. 

Germany, according to recent. re- 
ports, has purchased some 3,330,000 
bushels of Argentina wheat at the re- 
ported price of approximately $2.56 a 
bushel, C.I.F., delivery to be made in 
January through to March, 

South Africa, according to: recent 
reports, has sown some 2,804,000 acres 
to wheat this year about 200,000 acres 
more than last year. 

Australia’s wheat crop has been re- 
vised upward according to unofficial 
recent reports. The crop is now expect- 
éd to reach 207 million bushels. 


U.K. CONTRACTS FOR 
CANADIAN CHEESE 


The Right Honourable James G. 
Gardiner, Minister df Agriculture, an- 
nounced January 19, that a cheese 
agreement had been negotiated with 
the’ United Kingdom Which provides 
for a maximum quantity of approxi. 
mately 85 million pounds at a price of 
25 cents per pound, basis First Grad», 
FAS Canadian Seaboard. t 

The Agreement provides for the ship | 
ment of 77 million pounds of cheese? 
with a 10 per cent tolerance, that is, 
Canada will undertake to deliver a 
minimum of 70 million pounds and the 
United Kingdom will undertake to 
purchase up to 84,700,000 pounds. 

The price of 25 cents is FAS Cana- 
dian Seaboard as compared with a 
price equivalent to 31 cents FOB Mon- 
treal in the 1949 Agreement, The max- 
imum quantity of cheese to be deliver- 
ed in 1960 is 35,000,000 pounds greater 
than that of the 1949 contract. 

‘The Minister further announced that 
the Dairy Products Board has been 
authorizeq to pay a price during the 
year 1950 of 28 cents per pound, basis 
First Grade, FAS Canadian Seaboard 
for all cheese purchased under the 
terms of this- Agreement; the differ- 
ence between the purchase price of 28 
cents at which the cheese is bougit 
in Canada’ and the price of 25 cents 
per pound for sale to the United King- 
dom will be made up from funds pro- 
videqd by the Government. of Canada 
This arrangement is for the year 1950
